When the bell rang to signal the opening 
of the new school in the fall of 1915, 
approximately 150 students, grades 1-12, and 
nine teachers began the school year. 

One hundred years later, Pikeville 
Independent serves approximately 1250 
students with near 120 faculty and staff. 

The 100-year celebration year was a time 
to look back, not only at this year, but also 
where it all began. 


1) One of the early basketball teams was 
coached by Cassius *Cack" Hatcher (back 
row, far right).
